MADRID, June 6.—OP)— 


Spanish insurgent warplanes 
left 21 persons dead, 100 
wounded and another Brit- 
ish ship ablaze in a fierce 
foray today over Alicante, 
75 miles south of Valencia 
on the eastern Mediterra- 
nean coast. 


The dead Included three British 


members of the crew of the 5,- 
775-ton British freighter St. Win- 
ifred, which was damaged 
In an 


earlier bombing of Alicante May 
21. Others killed were nine wom- 
en, a child and

stevedores.

After setting the St. Winifred! 


afire, the planes bombed sections \ 
of the city near the harbor -and ] 
12 buildings were wrecked. 


This and other now raids along 


the coast followed a week In which 
more than 400 persons 
died in 
aerial bombardments and In which 
new protests came from neutral 
nations. 
Five German-made junker planes 
carried out the assault on All-1 
cante. Several houses In the cen-j

city were shattered. •

Civilians Main Victims 


Aerial Warfare Three 
Nations Again Monday 


By Tho Associated Press. 


Aerial warfare of the kind that 


kills and malms civilians far from 
battlcfronts was carried again to- 
day to teeming Canton and the 
Eastern Spanish coast, apparently 
in disregard of mounting Interna- 
tional resentment. 


The dead and wounded in the 
South China metropolis numbered 
some 1,500, Increasing to about 6,- 
000 the number of casualties In 
Canton and vicinity from 10 days 
of Japanese 
attacks. 
On the Spanish coast, 31 per- 


sons were killed at Alicante, In- 
eluding three British seamen when 
a British cargo ship was hit and 
set afire. 
Valencia, its suburbs, 


and Sagunto were other targets of 
Gcnei'alissimo 
Franco's 
raideiH, 


contributing further to the Span- 
ish rasunltes. 


France was cast in the role of 


an injured Innocent bystander by 
the aerial warfare on both sides 
of the earth. 
A Japanese plane 
scored a direct hit on the French- 
owned Doumcr hospital in Canton 
about the time thnt Premier Dala- 
dier went to Southern France to 
investigate aerial Invasion from 
Spain. 


The French ambassador to Tok- 


yo protested against the Canton 
attacks. 
French anti-aircratt gun- 


ners turned hack a raiding squad- 
ron to prevent repetition of the 
Sunday bombardment at Ax-Les- 
Thcrmes. 


The United States was consider- 


ing an invitation to join Britain 
and several other nations in In- 
vestigation of the Spanish bomb- 
ings.

People in gov- 
ernment expect business to 
come back into the game, 
and play the game accord- 
ing to the new rules, while 
business is convinced that 
its arms are unreasonably 
tied by the new rules and 
that these rules will have 
to be modified before it can 
make its full contribution."

Complete dom- 
ination of business by gov- 
ernment in this country IE 
something that no rational 
America wants. Somewhere 
between the two must be 
found a workable compro- 
mise, preserving as much 
individual 
and 
corporate 


freedom as is possible. 


There has to be a meet- 


ing of minds and a pooling 
of public and 
private 
re- 


sources, and there harf to be 
more public and private pa- 
triotism. For this is a war, 
in whigh patriotic Ameri- 
cans must not be against 
each other, but against the 
common enemy threatening 
economic collapse. 


MEXICAN PERILS. 


It is especially desirable 


just now that there should 
be no civil war in this hem- 
isphere, and especially in 
an adjoining country like 
Mexico. 


That 
country 
suffered 


much from the revolution- 
ary period which 
began 


with the flight of Porfirio 
Diaz in 1911. Latterly there 
has been less violence, but 
reforms 
and 
innovations 


have been coming faster 
than they can be absorbed. 
The peasants are getting 
their land, the 
nation is 


taking back its alienated 
minerals, there is a struggle 
between church and state, 
industry grows more collec- 
tive. 


Changes in Mexico are 


far more drastic than in the 
United States. The nation 
is being better educated, 
but cannot keep up with 
the procession. The country 
lacks capital and needs cap- 
tains of industry. It seems 
to be struggling vainly with 
its nationalized oil wells, 
ore mines and 
factories. 


Unemployment is growing. 


A political 
revolt just 


now throws a heavy mon- 
key wrench into the ma- 
chinery. And nothing that 
hurts Mexico can do much 
good to our own country. 
It would b£ a great rnjg.

HOW ABOUT THAT 


FREE SPEECH? 


That last episode In the 


quest for free speech at Jer- 
sey City was more shock- 
ing than usual. 
It is cer- 


tainly a "raw deal" when, 
a United States congress- 
man and his wife are bru- 
tally handled by the police 
and given the "bum's rush" 
out of town, for trying _ to 
address an open-air meeting 
in Pershing Field. It is al- 
so bad advertising for Jer- 
sey City and Mayor Frank 
Hague. 
There are still, however, 


certain mysteries that ought 
to be cleared up, to give the 
public the 
straight truth 


about this sort of thing. 


The first mystery is why 


the people of Jersey City, 
the citizens who should be 
most interested in their civil 
rights, seem to be doing 
nothing about it. 


The second mystery is 


whether, after all, the city 
authorities are really break- 
ing the law. 
Most people 


take it for granted that 
they are, but some lawyers 
say they are not. The law- 
yers, 
may 
explain that 


technically, it is not 
the 


right of free speech that is 
being denied. It is merely 
the right claimed by the 
speakers 
to speak where 


ar,d when they choose. The 
city authorities require a 
permit, and prescribe the 
conditions under which they 
will grant the permit, and 
make those conditions un- 
satsfactory to the speaker. 
They might let 
Norman 


Thomas or Representative 
Jerry O'Connell speak in a 
public hall of limited ca- 
pacity. 


Some lawyers will also 


tell you that the 
United 


States government has no 
business going into a city to 
straighten out a case like 
this—that if free speech is 
denied, it is a job for the 
courts acting on demands 
made by aggrieved citizens. 


The public should be told 
thr truth about these things, 
whatever It is, and act ac- 
cordingly.

least feigned good will. 


Dueling has long seemed 


a stupid and silly, as well 
as dangerous, way to end 
an argument or prove one's 
honor. It is even sillier 
when its conclusion is not 
accepted by either party 
and each goes his separate 
way cherishing anger and 
bitterness. 


Treaties in modern times 


are as futile as duels, and 
wars end in new hatreds in- 
stead of victory. Civilzaton 
seems to be the w,rong road 
if it seeks peace and honor.

zens. 


The current news filter- 


ing to America regarding 
the domination of Austrian 
life today by ignorant ari 
brutal Storm Troopers, the 
jamming of concentration 
camps with Aryans as well 
as Jews, the baiting of free 
democratic 
countries like 


Czechoslovakia, the 
wor- 


ship and practice of brute 
force—all this is not only a 
menace to modern civiliza- 
tion generally but a trag- 
edy to Germany itself.

the criticism of nearly all 
the civilized world. Worse 
still is what it does to the 
soul of the nation. 


It should be recognized 


by all clear-sighted people 
that Germany today is un- 
dergoing an incredible pro- 
cess of decivilization, of 
which millions ot Germans 
themselves seem unconsci- 
ous. 
It is better for any 


free-souled person to be an 
exile from such a country 
than a slave in it. 
It is 


with Thomas Mann and Al- 
bert Einstein and thousands 
of others, in free America, 
that real Germany now ex- 
ists.

OF FIGHTING MEN MARCHED OUT 


TO GETTYSBURG 75 YEARS AGO

FREDERICKSBURG, Va., June 


3.—</P)—The stirring notes of a 
bugle and the shouts of officers 
sent a long gray column march- 
ing out of this Virginia town 75 
years ago today—The Confeder 
ate Army was

in the first movement of the cam- 
paign devised as a stroke to win 
foreign recognition of the South- 
ern government.

'NO. IJORE SPOT' 


HIGHWAY 19 HAZARD AUG- 
MENTED BY RAILWAY DUMPS 
AND WINDING APPROACHES

AUSTIN, June 6.—</Pj—The "No. 


1 sore spot" among Texas traf- 
fice hazards, state highway com- 
missioners 
agree, 
Is 
a 
narrow 


bridge over tho Trinity river on 
Highway 19 in Trinity county. 


At a recent hearing members 


of the Highway 19 Trinity Bridge 
Association 
presented 
the 
com- 


missioners a scale model of the 
bridge with the suggestion it be 
kept handy as a 
reminder 
of 


needed improvements. 


The model shows very well one 


hazard Involved. It Is a narrow 
bridge, barely permitting passage 
of two automobiles, and in some 
instances a passenger car and a 
truck cannot pass. Model cars il- 
lustrate this. 


What Is not shown are the ap- 


proaches to the 1,000-foot 
span. 


In 
addition 
to 
winding 
roads 


which block visibility for motor- 
ists 
approaching 
the 
bridge, 


there are railroad grade crossings 
on either side. 


The association long has advo- 


cated a new bidge but because 
the highway Is not on the fed- 
eral aid system it Is not eligible 
for regular federal assistance. 


The newest proposal is to set 
up a PWA project, 
similar to 


those responsible for the Calves- 
ton 
causeway 
and 
the 
Neches 


river bridge. Cost estimates run 
from $600,000 to $750,000. It
